Encounters At Suihsien 
And Chiwangshan 


Only two battles of any consequence were fought recently in the 
Chiwangshan triangular area in southern Shansi and around Sui- 


hsien in northern Hupeh, said a

The Chiwangshan battle lasted three days beginning August 12 
with more than 4,000 Japanese troops taking part.

Any attempt to impose additional Income tax in the Fede- 
rated Malay States will meet with a great deal of opposition from 
unofficial bodies. This is the impression gained from a number 
of interviews with prominent men in the Federal Capital. 


The main industries of the 
Federation already have to bear 
exceptionally heavy taxes, which 
indirectly affect every person in 
the P.MS. 

In addition heavy taxes extst in 
the F.M.8. on a number of com- 
‘lanoditles, which do not. exist in the 
Straits Settlements. 

It is argued that the tin and 
rubber industries wil! not be 
able to bear more hurdens. 
Even the assurance that income 

tax will be levied only for the 
duration of the war has failed to 
appease opponents of the tax. 

A prominent merchant in Kuala 
Lumpur suggested that the High 
Commissioner should make 2@ 
statement on the subject of Lord 
Moyne’s dispatch.
